A BRIEF HISTORY OF CONCORD 


The rights to the town of Concord were given by the legis- 


lature in 1780, and in 1781 the town: was ‘chartered to Reuben 
Jones and a company of 64 others. The first permanent settle-— 
ment was made in 1783 by Joseph Ball on the Connecticut River 


meadows — on the Caswell Farm as it was later known. John 
Ball, his son, born in 1789, was the first child born in Concord.- 

The town grew slowly and as late as 1799 had only nine- 
teen families on the poll list. At this time the following names 


still found in Concord were on the check list — poll list as it~ 


was then known — Cutting, Morse, Williams, and Streeter, as 
well as many from whom the present residents of Concord are 
descended. 


The first town meeting had been held in 1794 afd until 
well into the eighteen hundreds the number of voters was so 
small that each meeting was held in a private home, which more 
often than not was a log cabin for many years. 


In tracing briefly the growth of the town through the cen- 
tury we find the establishment of the Reverend Samuel Hal!’s 
Normal School, the first in America, in 1823; a post-office in 1830 
with Azarias Williams as postmaster; the first saw mill in 1838, 
a grist mill in 1840, and the railroad in 1870-71. Before the era 
of the railroad a coach road went through to the east — a road 
on which man and beast were frequently held up by mud or high 
water for hours each day. 


With the coming of the railroad, business began to in- 
crease in West Concord; mills, foundries, and stores were estab- 
lished and the population shifted from the hill and the Connecti- 
cut meadows to the growing village by the Moose River. At 
North Concord the saw mills put out nearly three million feet 
of lumber in 1885, and East ‘Concord added another million feet. 
As the timber was cut off the peop'e from these districts tende | 
to come to West Concord and that vi'lage eventually succeeded 
to the name of Concord, while Concord Corner was applied to 
the site of the first Concord. 


Following the (Civil War the population grew for a time, 
but as the best timber was cut and shipped the town ceased to 
grow and early in this century the activities became largely 
agricultural, though the stone cutting business and a few mills 
remained. The activity of most of these was injured by the 
World War and since that date the town has been listed by the 
federal census as an agricultural center.

The registration at the High School is 36. 


Since last reported a year ago I have made 87 visits to the 
Concord schools. For the most part the work is going well. 
Teachers are well-trained, conscientious and hard working. We 
have made some progress in the introduction of more modern 
text-books in the East Concord School and more supplementary 
reading material in all the schools. 


The School Board has done an exceptionally fine service 
in making extensive repairs and improvements to the school 
buildings in the Town. All of these repairs were much needed 
and are greatly appreciated by everyone having an interest in 
the welfare of the schools. At Concord Village the basement, 
floor was completely remodeled and sanitary plumbing install- 
ed, a ventilating system was installed throughout the building, 
and some minor changes made. The Texas School was rebuilt 
to the extent of correcting lighting and ventilation. coat rooms, 
and cupboards built, and the building was painted both interior 
and exterior. The much needed third room at East Concord was 
finished and new furniture purchased. New slate blackboards 
have been installed in two schools, a. new furnace at Concord 
Village, and a number of minor items of equipment have been 
added. 


Recommendations 


The North Concord School is in need of repairs, painting 
both inside and out, and better lighting and ventilation. This 
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ee eee ee ig ee 


building has a “Standard” plate on it placed there many years 
ago when the requirements were different from what they are 
today. The windows are too low down to adequately light the 
building and they are not correctly placed to bring the light from 
the left side of the pupils. A new chimney of larger size is need- 
ed to take care of the ventilating flue. 


The lighting in the Village School is also detective partic- 
ularly in the primary room and the recitation room in the high 
school. 


The tendency in all present day schools is toward bes use 
of adjustable movable furniture. It would seem wise to start a 
definite program of gradually changing old ill-fitting and badly 
marred desks for more modern furniture. If about fifty of these 
were replaced each year, the change would be brought about 
without undue financial burden. 


No summary of present day school conditions in Vermont 
would be complete without some reference to the acute short- 
age of teachers that has developed. Several years ago teachers’ 
salaries were seriously reduced with the result that not so many 
- persons trained for the work of teaching. The State has also 
been raising the requirements for admission to and graduation 
from the Normal Schools. All of these conditions have led to 
the present shortage and the trend toward a return to higher 
salaries.

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BUSINESS IN CONCORD 


Concord, the home of the first Normal School in America, 
is located an Route U. S. 2 eight miles east of the junction of 
U. S.5 and U.S. 2 at St. Johnsbury. It is served by the follow- 
ing public utilities—the Maine Central Railroad, Twin State 
Gas and Electric Company, and the New England Telephone 
Company. 


The largest business in the town of Concord at the present 
time is the creamery conducted by the New England Dairies. 
This company employs 20 people in its various departments and 
serves nearly five hundred patrons — 390 for milk and 65 for 
cream. The average business of the plant is approximately 
seventy thousand pounds of milk a day and two carloads of 
cream (32,800 pounds) a week. The chief products are cream, 
casein, butter, skim milk and skim milk powder. 


Besides the creamery there are four grocery stores, a hard- 
ware store, drug store, garage, saw mill, and grain store in the 
village, as well as three granite sheds. In other parts of the town 
are found four other stores. 


During the summer season vacationists at Shadow Lake 
and Miles Pond increase the population and business of the 
town.

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CONCORD HIGH SCHOOL — A SHORT HISTORY 


Soon atfer the opening of the new Judevine Memorial 
Schoolbuilding in 1899, there was opened a two year secondary 
school in addition to the elementary school then called the Essex 
County Grammar School. Known as Concord Academy, this 
institution continued until a few years previous to the opening 
of the Junior High School. 


In 1915 the State legis'ature passed an enabling act per- 
mitting towns to establish Junior High Schools under certain 
conditions. .In the fall of 1916 the Concord Junior High School 
opened, the first in the state of Vermont. This new school, oc- 
cupying the second floor of the Judevine Memorial Building, took 
over the seventh and eighth grades and added to them the ninth 
and tenth grades. In addition to preparing students to enter 
other schools for the last two years elsewhere, courses in Agri- 
culture, Manual Arts, and Home Economics were offered for 
those who would finish the’r formal education with the tenth 
grade. 


During its early years and until 1931 a large number of 
students came to Concord from Lunenburg and Gilman. In 1931 
with the curtailment of train service it was impossible for stu- 
dents from those towns to reach Concord and they were obliged 
‘to go elsewhere. 


Due to the success of the Junior High School the town 
voted to add the last two years to the school and in September 
1922 the Jun‘or - Senior High School came into existence. This 
institution has had as its purpose the fitting of its students for 
whatever goal they might seek, within its ability to do so. 


Tho the enrollment has never been large, the school ful- 
fills a decided need of the young peop'e of Concord and the sur- 
rounding towns. 


In June 1938 when it celebrates its 15th commencement 
the school will have graduated over 100 students—sending them 
out to college, biisiness school, nurses training, and directly into 
the world of affairs. The success of these people is a direct 
measure of the success of the school. ; 
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
